Capt. O'Connor Testifies. 


Capt O'Connor was tho next witness and 


admitted tbat Andrew Foy and himself had 
made sj>eeches at a meeting of Cntnp 20 on 
tbe ni^bt of Feb. s. 
The witness said: 


"Foy aiose in bis place in tbe camp and ad- 
dressed tho senior guardian, and stated that 
be arose under a terrible strain. That after 
tbe disclosures of Le Caron in London, tbat 
the organ.zntson, as an org/iirzation, was 
no more, 
'Ibat there were four British 


npies in the organization, ond the organiza- 
tion tbould be reorganized and given a new 
natne, and every osie tbat wai in the or- 
ganization who had the slightest taint or 
suspicion attache-i to him should be expelled 
from the organization. That is as much of 
liis speech as I can remember. 


The Captain** Speech, 


"When be got through I aros9 to my !eet, 


and I stated that I was uot at all surprised 
at hearing (be gentleman talk as he had 
done. Tbat I knew by pus tive information 
that the organization was run by a parcel of 
rogue?, known as our executive body; that 
they had squandered our funds, even to the 
extent of $HO.OOO, and not alone tbat, bat 
they 8^nt our best men across to England to 
have them put behind -British 1 ars; and 
now I state positively that Le Caron 
wrfts an agent of 
our 
executive 
body 


and received pay from them. 
At that 


moment I was interrupt d by two or threo 
brothers with a demand to know where I got 
my information. So I turned aroun 1 to the 
senior guardian, and I said to bim, '1C the 
senior guardian demands of ma where I got 
my information, I will tell him,1 
He did 


not say anything. 
Then there was some 


more uproar. 
I turned a s*con 1 timy and 


a third time, and said if the senior guardian 
would demand of me whero I got my in- 
formation, I would tell him. 


\VonM Appoint n Committee. 


"Then Istated I had heard a terrible report 


of tbe entire trial committee at Buffalo, and 
tbat I had also seen a written report, 300 
pages of closely-written long hand, about 
tbe trial, and that I was positive of my 
statement. At that instant Daniel Coughlin, 
a member of the camp, arose to his feet and 
And said, 'Mr. Guardian, I move you that a 
secret committee of three be appointed to 
flod out tbe source of Capt. O'Connor's in- 
formation.' Those were his words. Then 
£o*re was »ome OUB else on bis feet, and the 
•enlor guardian rappwd the camp to order, 
M it was such a tumultuous time, and some- 
ttody spoke, and he said: 'I "will hear no 
mere of this subject, and I will appoint a 
committee.' That w^ all. 
John F. Begga 


was tbe senior guardian." 


Cronin Regard as a Spy. 


O'Conaer swore tbat Friday, March 1, at 


tb« first meeting after the reunion meet- 
ing and after Beggs, McGarry, And Pow- 


ers bod in I'lo - fi ocite^ ((•; mot Dan Cough- 
lin. I)ui tu:>.£ Imn uhido and told him that 
information bad boon received from Eng- 
land that there wns a confederate in tbe or- 
der in Chicago. Dan then said that the in- 
dications w^ro that Dr. Cronin was the 
British spy referred t . This is tho first di- 
rect evid^ncp that has boon brought to light 
to &bow tbat Dr. Croni-i was regarded as a 
spy by his fellow-Clansmen. 


WrtodrnfTH Habeas Corpus Cane. 


OTTAWA, Ilk, OoU 30.—Tbe decision on 


tbo petition for a writ of habeas corpus 
whi'jb was su*jd fur by Frank Black, alias 
"Woodruff," one of the Cronin suspects, in 
tbe supreme court bus b -CMI decided and the 
writ tiuniel. 
Woodruff hirnsalf is declared 


to be tbe only nvi:i to blame for tbu delay 
in bis trial. 
The supreme court bolds that 


a court can only do one tbing at a time, and 
as tbe co-defendants, who av-j nu\v on trial, 
bn<l made no application they could lay 
claim—in tbe event of tho successful issue of 
his petition—to n plea for liberty.

Fully 20,OOO Fuiu:ii«K in Absolute Want- 


Aid lE;utK Needud.

tbe amount of information received con- 
cerning tbe destitution in North Dakota the 
more- difficult does it appear to forja an ade- 
quate id^ii of the distress actually prevail- 
ing there. 
Nut thai tbero is any tendency 


to exaggerate on thy part fif the sufferers, 
but decidedly the revjr^e. 
In fact, it is the 


exlrcmo sensitivno^ shown in this respect 
tbat is responsible for tho apparent indiffar- 
euco with wh.ch tbo matter bas hitherto 
been treated. 
In tho firsf- place, the area 


over which tbe distress prevails is certainly 
much greater than has been so far sup- 
posed. Monday it was fsti muted tbat fully 
'JO.OuU poople were bord'.'riner nn tbo last 
stag'* of destitution. 
Tuesday Mr. Marvin, 


chairman of tbo relief committee, stated 
that ho felt convinn-jd from information re- 
ceived tbat it was nearer 
~0,OUO families, 


representing a total of upward of ]00,000 
people. 
Sueli wide-prpflj distress and the 


magnitude of the problem with which it 
confronts tho Tw,n cities is nppalling. 


Inailcqiiiite Contributions,. 


How to meet the uoeds of such a host is a 


question beyond the power ot any local com- 
mittee to cope with. 
So far the contribu- 


tions roceivu 1 are inadequate to the necessi- 
ties of "tbo case. 
A few bundles of odd 


clothing and small cash subscriptions have 
been sent in and tbe committee is making 
the most strenuous efforts to obtain and for- 
ward all possible aid for tbe sufferers as 
promptly as possible. 
I i regard to South 


Dakota, wbilu the distress tbero is very bad 
it is not to b-1 compared either in magni- 
tude or intensity to that in tbe northern 
state. 
Probably 1,000 families are destitute, 


but th^y can bo nearly ail taken care of by 
tho towns surrounding th'* district-.

A MOST IMPORTANT RAILWAY DEAL. 


A Large Sum of Money Involved En the 


Trnnniictimi—Th« Nejjrtthitlon* of «n Cu- 
Bllali Syndicate for tlie Purclmne of St. 
J.diiiH Breweries About Cloied— Buai- 
IIOSH Note* uf lutercftt to the Public. 


NEW YOJIK, Oct. 30.—The Chicago . and 


Alto:i raiiro:i'.l 1ms been absorbed 
by the 


Union Pacific- company. 
Tho information 


that this deal had been completed was re- 
coived Tuesday evening. It is only another 
chapter in a series of consolidations and 
leases which will electrify the public on both 
Bides of the Atlantic. Tiiis is tbe absorp- 
tion of the Chicago and Alton Railroad 
company by the Union Pacific through the 
purchase ot a majority ot the stock of the 
first-named coifipatiy by the officers of the 
latter. 
In brief, »l:a Chicago and Alton— 


the pride of a certain coterie of capitalists 
who have always had a commanding voice 
in the making of rates and grantm;; of ter- 
ritorial rights for other vast systems—be- 
comes an integral part of the Union Pacific 
Vanderbilt chuin of roads between tho At- 
lantic aud Pacific ocean* and the groat lakes 
of the north and the gulf of Mexico on the 
south. 


A Heavy TrunsurMon. 


Almost before tho ink bad become dry on 


the document which now binds the Union 
Pacific and the Chicago and Northwestern 
together with an almost indissoluble link for 
the next ten years President Charles Francis 
Adams of the former had practically con- 
cluded arrangements with Vic» President 
McMuilen of the Chicago and Alton for tiie 
passing of the majority interest in the shares 
of the latter company into his own hands. 
The transaction involved a large sum of 
money, aud in this feature of the deal Presi- 
dent Adams was fortunate in having the co- 
operation of the Vanderbilts. The latter, it 
is said, stood ready to lurnish one-half the 
sum required to pay for tho Chicago and Al- 
ton stock, while other interests in the re- 
cently formed combination agreed to supply 
the remainder. 


The Cash Involved. 


Exactly how much cash, if any, has passed 


in the operation is n->t known, but the 
amount involved is probably uot far from 
$12,400,(MO; this amount bping equal to $140 
a share for the majority of tbe capital stock 
of the Chicago and Alton/company, the total 
stock i5sue being $17,5'.(4,10U. 
It is possible 


that the holders of Cbioai;o and Alton stock 
may elect to take m payment collateral 
trust bonds of thtj Union Pacific, the stock 
of their 
own road being the collateral 


pledged,

The first struck the merchant in the shoul- 
der, the bullet plowing through the flesh 
until it imbedded itself in tlie region of the 
heart.

The J. D & W. Will Uccome Fart of Run 


K«-l S.ig€'s System. 


Another lug system of railroads, to b 


operated iu the common interest of all, i 
on the eva of beginning operations, say 
the Indianapolis News. Rnesel Sage is a 
the head of tlie scheme, aud though the re- 
port of the consolidation of his lines ha, 
heretofore been current, definite statement 
could not he made for lack of information

Fort Wayne & Michigan, the Iowa Centra 
and tlie Minnesota & Northwestern roads 
The move was inspired primarily by th 
manner in which the C. H. & D. road waa 
crowded out and deprived of its connections 
by the consolidation of other roads. 
Mr 


li. B. F. 1'eirce, chief of the two trustees 
who ate in charge of tho operating of the 
Indianapolis, Deeatur & Western load, was 
asked this morning whether his road is U 
become a pait of the consolidation. To en 
able the consummation of the scheme of 
Mr. Sage, it is necessary that a line be se- 
cured between Indianapolis and Peoria, as 
tlie Iowa Central and Minnesota & North- 
western loads lack just that space of con- 
necting on to the roads in the pastern part 
of the proposed system. 


"Yes," Mr. Tierce said, "the L, D. & W. 


is to be made the connecting link of th 
new system in conjunction with the Veuii.i 
Decatnr & Kvansville, which will be used 
between Deeatur and Peoria.

The court room was dark and gloomy 


when the sheriff announced that the court 
was "uovv in session" yesterday morning.

Mr. Mills said: "Gentlemen ol the jury: 


You all appreciate the great ic-ponsibility 
resting upon you in the trial of such a case 
as this. Since Hie :)d day of last July, 
when a most unprovoked and malicious 
murder was committed within the precincts 
of this city, tiie ollicers of this county have 
had upon them the responsibility of seeking 
the perpetiator and biinging him to justice. 


Murder has always been regarded as the 


highest crime known to the law, and the 
punishment is fixed accoidiugly. 
Other 


crimes may be, regarded with only a passing 
notice, but when a murder is announced it 
arouses the interest of every citizen mid the 
public looks with impatience for the appre- 
hension of the, criminal. 


There are degrees In murder with corres- 


ponding penalties, from justifiable homicide 
up to killing with malice aforethought. 
There are, few cases of the latter, none in 
this county in my recollection, in which 
there was not some palliating circumstances, 
except the present. This was as cold blood- 
ed and unprovoked a murder as was ever 
committed in the State of Illinois. Now 
for the facts as 1 shall prove them.
